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Pennsylvania  Agriculture 

ALTHOUGH  long  regarded  primarily  as  a  major  industrial  State,  Penn- 
/\  sylvania  in  recent  years  has  received  recognition  as  an  increasingly 
y  %    important  agricultural  production  area. 

According  to  the  United  States  Agricultural  Census  of  1950,  Pennsylvania 
has  146,887  farms,  averaging  96.1  acres  in  size.  As  of  January,  1952,  the  State 
Department  of  Agriculture  estimated  the  value  of  farm  lands,  buildings, 
equipment  and  machinery  at  $2,000,000,000.  Livestock  and  poultry  on  hand 
at  that  time  was  worth  approximately  $450,000,000  and  crops  on  hand  $170,- 
000,000.  These  three  items  represent  a  total  investment  of  $2,620,000,000  in  the 
State's  agricultural  production  industry,  comparing  favorably  with  capital 
invested  in  the  Commonwealth's  metal  and  metal  products  industries,  and 
with  all  other  manufacturing  industries  of  the  State. 

Cash  income  from  marketings  from  Pennsylvania  farms  amounted  to  $697,- 
948,000  in  1950  compared  with  $836,265,000  in  1951.  In  thLs  respect  the  State 
ranked  14th  in  the  Nation.  In  addition.  Government  payments  totaled  $6,- 
282,000  in  1950  and  $6,426,000  in  1951.  About  one-third  of  the  1951  cash  income 
($265^802,000)  was  from  dairy  products  and  over  one-fourth  ($223,550,000) 
from  all  poultry  and  poultry  products,  the  two  totaling  $489,352,000.  Cash  in- 
come in  1951  from  all  livestock,  poultry  and  their  products,  amounted  to 
$643,580,000  (  77%  of  total  income)  and  from  crops  $192,685,000  (  23%). 

In  1951  Pennsylvania  ranked  1st  among  all  states  in  the  production  of 
mushrooms,  buckwheat,  cigar  leaf  tobacco,  fall  spinach,  crops  grown  under 
glass,  and  nursery-grown  Christmas  trees;  3d  in  producer-retailed  milk  and 
maple  sugar;  4th  in  sour  cherries  and  maple  sirup;  5th  in  clover  and  timothy 
hay,  potatoes,  peaches  and  grapes;  6th  in  pears,  commercial  apples  and  all 
cherries;  7th  in  all  tobacco  and  timothy  seed;  8th  in  sweet  cherries. 

Pennsylvania  in  1951  ranked  4th  in  income  from  dairy  products,  5th  in 
total  weight  of  calves  slaughtered,  6th  in  volume  of  milk,  8th  in  number  and 
value  of  milk  cows  and  heifers  2  years  old  and  over;  9th  in  weight  of  cattle 
slaughtered  and  10th  in  weight  of  hogs  slaughtered. 

In  poultry  the  State  ranked  1st  in  farm  cash  income  from  chickens,  1st  in 
income  from  eggs;  2d  in  combined  income  from  chickens,  eggs,  broilers  and 
turkeys;  2nd  in  chickens  raised,  3d  in  eggs  produced,  2d  in  numbers  and  1st 
in  value  of  chickens  on  farms  Jan.  1,  1952;  9th  in  number  of  baby  chicks 
hatched;  9th  in  number  of  and  8th  in  cash  income  from  turkeys  raised. 

PENNSYLVANIA  1951  CROP  PRODUCTION 

THE  aggregate  value  of  Pennsylvania's  principal  field  and  fruit  crops 
produced  in  1951,  estimated  in  December  1951  at  $339,624,000,  was  8% 
above  their  1950  value  of  $315,789,000.  The  record-yielding  oat  crop,  a  larger 
hay  crop  and  higher  values  for  grains  and  potatoes  were  the  principal 
factors.  On  a  tonnage  basis,  production  was  almost  2%  above  last  year. 
Declines  in  output  of  barley,  buckwheat,  potatoes,  tobacco  and  grapes  were 
more  than  offset  by  increases  for  corn,  oats,  hay,  apples,  peaches  and  cherries. 

The  winter  of  1950-51  approached  normal  though  storms  in  late  November 
1950  started  a  period  of  rough  weather  that  brought  snow  cover  to  many 
counties.  Snow  cover  was  adequate  until  mid-February  in  northern  counties. 
Damage  from  freezing  and  thawing  was  not  severe.  Rainfall  during  the 
Spring  season  was  sufficient  for  early  growth  of  crops.  Wheat  and  barley 
yielded  well.  First  cutting  hays  were  especially  good  but  the  drought  in 
August  and  September  materially  reduced  yields  of  later  cuttings.  The  sea- 
son was  favorable  for  oats  and  yield  per  acre  set  a  new  record.  Condition 
of  corn,  potatoes  and  buckwheat  declined  during  August  and  September 
due  to  dry  weather.  Northcentral  and  southwestern  counties  were  hardest  hit. 
Fall  harvest  conditions  were  favorable. 

CORN  Planting  of  corn  was  accomplishd  in  good  season.  Moisture  supply 
was  adequate  to  excessive  during  early  stages  of  growth  but  insuffi- 
cient later  on  to  insure  a  good  crop  in  all  areas.  Yields  ranged  from  failure 
to  excellent  with  some  sections  reporting  a  half-normal  crop.  Nearly  all 
corn  matured  before  freezes  came  and  quality  of  the  stored  crop  was  high. 
Some  remained  to  be  harvestd  after  November  1  and  suffered  storm  damage. 
WHEAT  ^^^^  harvesting  of  the  1950  corn  crop  caused  some  delay  in  planting 
of  wheat  and  much  entered  the  winter  with  little  growth.  Rain  and 
snow  in  late  November  provided  a  plentiful  supply  of  moisture.  Stands  came 
through  in  fair  to  good  condition.  Spring  growth  was  satisfactory.  There  was 
some  lodging  but  favorable  harvesting  weather  kept  losses  down  and  a  good 
crop  was  obtained. 


Cool  weather,  adequate  moisture  and  favorable  harvesting  weather 
OTHER     contributed  to  a  record  yield  of  oats  per  acre.  Barley  suffered  some 

damage  from  freezing  and  thawing  but  yield  was  above  average. 
The  small  acreage  of  rye  for  grain  produced  well.  Drought  seriously  affected 
the  buckwheat  crop.  Yields  were  below  normal  and  some  stands  failed  com- 
pletely. 

POTATOES     Acreage  planted   to  potatoes  again  declined.  Despite  lack  of 
moisture  in  northern  counties  yield  was  only  slightly  below  the 

record  high  of  1950.     Digging  of  late  varieties  was  accomplished  in  good 

season  and  loss  from  freezing  was  light. 

Planting  of  Tj'pe  41  tobacco  began  late  and  dryness  early  in  the 
season  slowed  development.    Conditions  later  were  favorable  and 

stands  made  good  growth.  Quality  was  good  and  yield  above  average.  Drought 

affected  a  portion  of  the  Type  53  tobacco  but  most  yields  were  good. 

Production  of  commercial  apples  was  considerably  above  1950's  small 
crop.  Size  was  below  average  due  to  inadequate  rainfall  during  late 

summer.    Peaches  were  a  good  crop,  exceeding  production  in  1950  and  the 

10-year  average.    Much  of  the  crop  was  shipped  to  mid-western  markets. 

Cherries  made  the  largest  crop  of  record.  Grape  production  fell  far  short  of 

the  1950  record  tout  was  well  above  the  1940-49  average. 

PENNSYLVANIA  FARM  LIVESTOCK  INVENTORY,  JANUARY  1,  1952 

The  farm  inventory  value  of  the  five  species  of  livestock  (cattle,  hogs, 
sheep,  horses  and  mules)  on  Pennsylvania  farms  January  1,  1952,  totaling 
$397,840,000  was  16%  above  January  1,  1951.  With  chickens  and  turkeys 
included,  total  farm  inventory  value  was  $449,320,000,  a  15%  increase.  All 
cattle  totaled  1,790,000  head,  the  highest  since  1895.  Percentage  changes  be- 
tween the  first-of-the  year  inventories  of  1952  and  1951  were  as  follows:  cattle, 
up  4%;  hogs,  no  change;  sheep,  up  8%;  horses,  down  17%;  mules,  down  9%; 
chickens,  up  3%  and  turkeys  up  10%.  Changes  in  value  per  head  over  a 
year  previous  for  each  species  were  up:  cattle,  13%.;  milk  cows,  11%;  hogs, 
3%;  sheep,  20%;  horses,  6%;  mules,  10%;  chickens,  3%  and  turkeys,  5%. 
TATTLE  The  4%.  increase  in  all  cattle  and  calves  in  Pennsylvania  over  the 
1951  inventory  to  a  total  of  1,790,000  head  reached  the  highest  point 
in  57  years.  In  1895  the  total  was  1,822,000  head  the  last  year  of  the  con- 
secutive period  of  years,  back  to  1877  when  numbers  exceeded  the  1952 
estimate.  The  highest  estimate  of  record  going  back  to  1867  was  1,975,000 
head  in  1880.  The  1952  number  of  milk  cows  and  heifers  2  years  old  and 
over  was  unchanged  at  960,000  head.  There  was  an  increase  from  245,000 
to  251,000  in  heifers  1  to  2  years  old  kept  for  milk  and  an  increase  of  8,000  to  a 
total  of  268,000  in  the  number  of  heifer  calves.  There  was  a  20%  increase  in  the 
number  of  steers  1  year  old  and  the  number  of  all  beef  cattle  on  feed 
commercially  was  up  15%. 

HOQS  704,000  hogs  on  Pennsylvania  farms  January  1,  1952.  460,000 

were  less  than  6  months  old,  98,000  were  sows  and  gilts  and  146,000 

other  hogs  were  over  6  months  old.  The  combined  spring  and  fall  pig  crops 

totaling  1,101,000  in  1951,  was  7%  above  the  1950  crop. 

The  235,000  head  of  sheep  on  farms  January  1,  1952  was  8%  above 
the  number  on  the  same  date  a  year  earlier  and  represented  an 

increase  for  the  second  consecutive  year  in  inventory  numbers  since  1943. 

The  highest  was  2.958,000  on  January  1,  1867,  the  first  year  of  record.  The 

number  of  ewes  1  vear  old  and  over  January  1,  1952  was  149,000  compared 

with  141,000  January  1,  1951.  Ewe  lambs  totaled  39,000  compared  with  35,000 

a  year  earlier. 

HORSES  Horse  numbers,  declining  since  1932,  were  placed  at  87,000,  down 
AND  17%.  from  the  previous  record  low  of  105,000  a  year  earlier.  The 
MULES  number  of  mules,  declining  since  1936,  was  only  10,000  head,  an  all- 
time  low.  Stallions  registered  in  1951  by  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  Penn- 
sylvania Department  of  Agriculture  totaled  only  72,  compared  with  104  in  1950, 
177  in  1944  and  438  in  1940. 

POULTRY  Hens  on  Pennsylvania  farms  increased  4%  to  7,900,000  and  pullets 
AND  increased  8%  to  15,485,000  while  other  chickens  declined  15%  to 
EGGS  3,468,000.  Value  per  head  of  all  chickens  increased  5  cents  to  $1.85  on 
January  1,  1952.  Production  of  eggs  set  a  new  record  of  3,330,000,000  in  1951, 
exceeding  the  previous  high  in  1950  by  6%.  Chicks  produced  in  commercial 
hatcheries  totaled  74,250,000  compared  with  65,710,000  in  1950.  The  number 
of  turkeys  on  farms  January  1,  1952  was  231,000  compared  with  210,000  a 
year  previous,  a  10%  increase.
